the Rhine, the North Sea, the 
Channel, and the Mediterranean, 
and giving the Atlantic Pact the 
character of a good alllance tn- 
stead of a bad protector.”

“For myself and in spite of the 
baseness of the times, I no more 
ubanddn my belief in the great- 
ness of France today than I did 
yesterday."

RADE unions in the 
Communiat countries 
have recently received fresh 
instructiona from their poli- 
tienl masters. In numerous 
reviews of the economic 
situation in the USSR and 
in the satellites, special 
emphasis has been laid 
upon the role of trade 
unions as “schools for Com- 
munism.” 


Of course, Communist 
trade unions are part and 
parcel of the State 
machine. In the Industrial 
countries of the free world 
the untons form an alterna- 
tive focus of power — they 
nre often in-sharp conflict 
with employers and bureau- 
crats and, through their 
independence, have won for 
themselves great influence 
in bargaining about wages 
and conditions of work. It 
is a system which, what- 
ever its defects, does, in the 
last resort, guarantee the 
basic rights of the work- 
ing man. 
by collective action, to 
challenge — the superior 
power of business or govern- 
ment. 


Communist trade unions 
have nothing in common 
with this system. Their 
theory is the simple one 
that, “capitalism” having 
been abolished, there is no 
conflict of interest —be- 
tween workers and em- 
ployers (ie, State exe- 
cutives); that “both sides 
of industry” are united by 
bonds of mutual affection 
and that the Communist 
Party determines where this 
affection shall lead. In the 
one-party State they are, 
in Lenin’s classic phrase, 
“transmission belts” for the 
decrees of the ruling 
party. 


EXPLOITED 


This .is the ‘fictitious dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat; 
in reality, the proletariat 
is controlled by the ‘ruling 
party. With their trade 
unions part of the 
administration (like Hitler's 
Arbeitsfront) the workers 
must fit in with the twists 
and turns of State plan- 
ning. And by tho device of 
wage-fixing through pro- 
duction norms they can be 
exploited “in. their own In- 
terest.”
